much the moꝛe increaſeth, by reaſon that Noblemen, Knights, and Gen; 
tlemen of qualitie, doe rather fall to a moze pꝛiuate and delicate courſeof 
(OD life, after the manner in fozreine Countreys, by lining in Cities and 
i | a> Townes then continue the ancient andlaudablecuſtome of this Realme 
al] WS 8 in houlekeeping vpon the pzincipall Seates and Manſions in the Coun⸗ 
2 l trey, whereby there was wont to be moꝛe mutuall comfozt betweene the 
Nobles and Gentlemen, and the inferiour ſoꝛt of Commons in this Our Kingdome, (to the great 
ſtrength and renowne thereof,) then in any other Kingdome of Europe, Which courſe of alteration 
to the wozſe, we hold to be a diſozder and intonueniente by all good pollitie to be remedied. 

But the abſence of Pur Lieutenants, Deputie Licutenants, and Juſtices of Peace out ot the 
Shires where they bearecharge and Office, carriethin itſelfe a plaine neglect and tontempt ot that 
truſt and charge which we haue layd vpon them, and foꝛ which they are anſwerable : Soas we hold 
them in degree ok great Offendours, and ſubiect to ſeuere cenſure, the rather foz that it doeth mani 
feſtly tend to the hinderante of oꝛdinary Juſtice, the diſcontinuance and weakening of Hur ſer ue. 
to the intreale and multiplying of Roagues,Uagabonds and Beggers, and to the bꝛeeding ot an vn 
readineſſe in the Countrey, either fo: the ſupp2efſing of Ryots, tumults and diſozders, vz foz the 
perfo:mingand erecutingofOur Royal Commandements, vpon any ſuddaine euent. 

Foz the redꝛeſſe of all which intonueniences, we, out of Our Pꝛintely care ofthe commoit good, 
do hereby admontſh and require all Roblemen, and Gentlemen whatſoeuer, to liue in the ſteps and 
examples of their wozthy Anceſtours, by keeping and entertaining Holpitalitie, and charitable reuie⸗ 
uing of the pooze attoꝛding to their eſtate and meanes, not thinking themſeluesbozne RN. 
and their families alone, but fo: the publique good and comfozt of their Countrey,letting them know, 
that beſidestheir owne welldeſeruingand good fame, and loue among the people, it ſhall de ameanes : 
fo; them to purchaſe our good opinion and fauour, as the contrary ſhall not paſſe without Our nate 
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And to se Our pleaſure and direction — rfozmed. 
doe ſtraightiy commandour Chancellour of England, that he doe fozthwithviſchargeand u 
Commiſſion oof thePeace, and of Oyer and Terminer (when time ſhall ſerue) all ſuch as doe not oꝛdi· 
narfly remaineand relide in the Countreys where they are in Commiſſion, ertept it de gren and emi⸗ 
nent perſons of ſpettall plate and attendance about Our Selle, oz Our deare and welbeloued Con- 
loꝛt the Queene, oꝛ Our dearely beloued Sonne the Pzince: And luke wile koꝛ the time to come, that 
Ourſayd Chancellourretaine none in Commuſſion of Oyer and Terminer, oz of the Pat from time to 
time, but ſuch as ſhall liue and remaine at leſt nine moneths ok the yeere, in the Shires where they 
are in Commiſſion, and foꝛ that purpoſe, that Our Judges in their Circuits take knowledge of nc | 
ſame,and certifie Our ChanceUour accoꝛdingly: 

Willing all perſons to whom it may appertaine, to obſerue the pꝛemiſles, as they tender Our in⸗ 
dignation and diſpleaſure, and as they will anſwere the **
